• THE STUDENT COUNCIL «p- 
pointed a three-man committee at 
last Wednesday's meeting to in- 
vestigate ways of avoiding a re- 
currence of the failure of last 
year’s Colonial Program Series 
Mock Trial. 

The Council named the commit- 
tee as the result of a motion 
which was advanced by HATCH- 
ETT editor Roger Stuart, because 
last year’s trial never material- 
ized. 

The committee, composed of 
Cookie Flschgnind, program di- 
rector; Brown Green, law school 
representative; and Roy DuBrow, 
Student Union chairman, will de- 
termine If there are definite plans 
to hold the trail, or if it was re- 
scheduled only because it was on 
last year's series. Last year's trial 
was called off because of disor- 
ganization in programming. 

Mr, Stuart discovered, upon 
talking with Miss Fischgnind 
early last week, that she had 
scheduled the jointly-sponsored 
Student Council and Student Bar 
Association function without con- 
sideration of lut year’s failure.

• BRIEFLY TAKING *rHE floor 
in last Wednesday’s Student Coun- 
cil meeting, President Tim Mead 
declared that students in attend- 
ance at Student Council meetings 
could advance ntotlons if duly 
recognized by the chair.

Mr. Aaronson 
mentioned thait s(mie of the 
statements made at last week’s 
meeting may have been incorrect 
and that this may have caused 
Mr. Prokop to misunderstand 
exactly what the Council’s part 
in the publicity was to be.

’This is one of the cases to be 
tried in the unique phase of the 
law sebooTa trial practice courts 
—the medical Inaliaractice cases. 
The malpractice cases earn this 
distinction because they are a 
Joint academic endeavor with the 
medical school.

John Kendrie, court clerk, ”we 
are atiU the only adiool to in- 
clude suits in this type of pro- 
gram.’:
